her to her home in an automobile Fri- 
day night: : 

At her home Saturday morning Mrs. 
Vincent told the story of her daughter’s 
affair with Drummond. 

“A month ago,” saffi Mrs. Vincent, 
“IT answered the telephone and the man 
at the other end said his name was C. 
R. Drummond and that he was very 
much in love with my daughter and 
wanted to marry her. It was such a 
startling announcement that I could 
scarcely answer the man. 

“When my daughter came home I 
asked her about it and she told me the 
circumstances under which she met him. 
She was in the American Hotel Rath- 
skeller one night after the theater 
when Drummond seemed to take a vio- 
lent fancy for -her. He turned to’ the 
girl with him and begged to be excused 
for a few minutes, telling his compan- 
ion he was going to obtain an intro- 
duction “‘to that little girl over there.’ 

“From that time on he was very at- 
tentive. Every noon he would call 
where my daughter worked in Uni- 
versity City with his automobile and 
take her downtown to lunch. 

Telis of His Love. 

“Two weeks ago he came here and 
told us he was determined, to marry 
Lottie.

NINE PARK LAKES 
10 BE SET APART 
FOR ICE SKATIN 


Fields Will be Prepared by 
‘Commissioner as Soon as 
Weather Warrants. 


If Forecaster Hayes will supply the 
ice, Park Commissioner Scanlan will fur- 
nish the lakes and the fires and the 
rescuers and other accessories for a sea- 
son of skating. 

Eleven park lakes and lagoons will be 
available this winter whenever the tem- 
perature drops to a point that will give 
a sufficient thickness of ice. One lake 
each in Hydé, Benton, Carondelet and 
Lafayette parks, four lakes and the la- 
goon in Forest Park, and the wading 
pool in Yeatman Square will be prepared 
for skating when the weather grows cold 
enough. 

A temperature of at least twenty de- 
grees, continued for several days, is the 
condition which Park Commissioner 
Scanlan regards as prerequisite to safe 
Skating. As soon as that condition is 
fulfilled he will have his employes flood 
such lakes as are not smoothly frozen, 
scrape the ice on those where flooding 
is impossible and sweep the surfacos of 
all in readiness for the enjoyment of 
the sport.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Secretary 
Knox, by his decision that Porter Charl- 
ton, who confessed that he murderéa 
his wife, Mary Scott Castle Chariton 
and sunk her body in Lake Como, Italy, 
must return to the scene of his crime 
to be tried, instead of settling the con- 
troversy has paved the way for a legal 
battle which will, extend over many 
months. The decision, which was hand- 
ed down late yesterday, is to be the 
subject of legal attack in the ‘District 
Court. . 
Knox Gives Hig Reasons. 
Secretary Knox, in setting forth the 
reasons for his decision, cites the vie 
lowing: 
‘“The committing ‘magistrate’s record 
as transmitted to the department dis- 
closes no material information in ‘the 
proceedings, and @ case calling for the 


treaty terms is meade out, unless such 
surrender is to be defeated by objec- 
tions raised by counsel for the accused. 
“These objections are in their order: 
“lL That the Secretary of State should 
decline ‘to surrender the accused and 
the President should direct his dis- 
charge because the record of the com- 


department does not contain the formal 
demand of the Italian Government for 
the surrender of the fugitive or show 
that such demand was made within the 
treaty period. 

“The formal demand or ‘requisition’ of 
one government upon another for the 
surrender of a fugitive is of a political 
character. It would appear, therefore, 
}that the making of a ‘requisition’ ig a 
matter which prfmarily concerns the po- 
litical branch of the Government, and 
that all questions regarding the pro- 
priety or sufficiency of the form in 
which it is made are for the determin- 
ation of that branch. 

“It is concluded that the first objection 
raised by counsel for the accused in 
this caso is without Merit and of no 
effect in defeating extradition. 

Second Objection Dismissed. 

“The second objection is that Charl- 
con should not be surrendered because 
under the treaty providing that each 
government shall surrender persons fug- 
itive from the one and found in the 
other, Italy refused to surrender to the 
United States for trial and punishment 
Italian subjects who were. fugitives 
from the justice of the United States, 
therefore the United States is relieved 
from any obligation to surrender its 
citizens fugitives from ‘Italy. 

“This contegtion, like the first, 
without merit in this case. 

“Its fundamental fallacy is that an ex- 
tradition treaty must be wholly re- 
ciprocal, This is not true. Our own 
treaties will show, for example, that 
upon occasion we have stipulated for 
assistance from foreign governments in 
the matter of the apprehension of crim- 
inals fugitive from our justice in other

such assistance in a reciprocal case.’’ 

Regarding the attitude of the Italian 
government in the negotiations with 
this. nation concerning the disposition 
of Chariton, the decision says: 

“The course followed by Italy in the 
present case indicates, as indeed is set 
forth in the diplomatic correspondence, 
that the Italian Government regards the 
United States and Italian extradition 
treaty as being nonreciprocal as to citi- 


tries, and that while Italy cannot sur- 
render to the United States for trial and 
runishment her subjects fugitive from 
the justice of the United States, still the 
United States, pursuant to its own inter- 
pretation, is under obligation to surren- 
der to Italy for trial and punishment 
citizens of the United States fugitive 
from justice of Italy.

Chariton was arrested on the steam- 
er Princess Irene as the liner docked 
at the Hoboken slip on the morning of 
June 23 of the present year. A world- 
wide huut for him had been in progress, 
following the finding of his wife’s body 
in a trunk in Lake Como. 

He was identified by Capt. Scott, 
brother of Mrs. Chariton, and was taken 
at once to the Hoboken Police Station, 
where he was questioned. In the course 
of the examination he became enraged 
and attempted to shoot the Chief of Po- 
lice, but was disarmed. 

Makes Full Confession, 

He soon broke down and confessed to 
his crime. The confession was as fol- 
lows: 

My name is Porter Chariton. I 
live at 204; West Fifty-sigth street, 
the Woodward apartments. I was 
born in Omaha, Neb.; am 21 years 
old, and my occupation is that of a 
bank clerk. My wife and I lived 
happily together, although she was 
high tempered, and so was I, 

On the night of the deed in Cosmo, 
she displayed the worst temper I 
ever saw her in. I told her if she 
didn’t cease I’d put a stop to it. She 
flew into another violent temper and 
I took a sort of mallet, with which I 
had been mending a table leg, and 
struck her two or three times on the 
head and body. 

I then put the body into a trunk 
and at about midnight I dragged it 
down to the lake and threw it in. I 
remained in the village of Moltrasio, 
where our villa was, and the next 
day I went to Como. I remained in 
Como two days and then went to 
Genoa and boarded the Princess 
Irene.

In none of his many efforts has President Taft 


senti- 


presented to him the resolutions adopted by the 
3600 delegates to the Deep Waterways Conven- 
tlon. 

Far more interesting than his rebuff to the 
representatives of 26 States was his practical 
evidence of the truth of Pre’ident Kavanaugh’s 
assertion that in the plan to deepen the river the 
Association did not have the sympathy of Mr. 
Taft. 

Plainly enough he has been appealed to in vain. 
To him the famous trip down the Mississippi 
was not to survey the ground and afford a prac- 
tical insight into the scope of the proposed work; 
it was a great tribute of the personal esteem in 
which justly enthusiastic admirers held Mr. Taft 
himself. The impression made on him was shal- 
lower than the shallowest spot in the river 
and when it was over he had learned only that 
the Mississippi is the stream into which the Ohio 
flows after passing Cincinnati, which is the head 
and center of all river navigation. 

The simple fact is that Mr. Taft, neither in the 
matter of waterways, the tariff nor in anything 
touching the welfare of the people, has the ability 
to see beyond the edge of his tremendous self- 
-icomplacency. To him the people are fhe hoi 
polloi—a classic vagary transformed by the fool- 
ish rule of democracy into the proletariat every 
fourth year. Public sentiment is a vague forcé 
against which well-fed dignity is impenetrable 
armor. Representatives from a great organiza- 
tion covering 26 States are casual blots on the 
landscape if they harbor the absurd notion that 
ar improvement affecting the welfare of 30,000,000 
people is comparable in importance to the main- 
tenance of the presidential equanimity. 

The President might have batted Mr. Kavan- 
augh over the head, or dismissed him or ré. 
proved him and it would have been less sad in 
the recital than his failure to understand that Mr.
